Israeli Envoy’s 


Appeal 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“There was never a time when the 
unity of the whole Jewish people in 
support of Israel was as vitally impor- 
tant as it is today—important to the 
cause of our people as a whole no 
less than to Israel herself,” declared 
the Israeli Ambassador, Mr. Eliahu 
Elath, at the annual dinner and ball 
held by the Federation of Jewish 
Relief Organisations, at the Savoy 
Hote!, London, on Sunday. 

Mr. Elath praised the Federation's 
relief work in the ma‘abarot, and said 
that Isracl was grateful for the outspoken 
support of her case by the leaders of 
Anglo-Jewry. Discussing the present 
dangerous. political situation, he said: 
“We face not merely danger from our 
neighbours, Dut also what can only be 
regarded as an organised attempt. on the 
part of the Great Powers to use _ Israel 
as a pawn to advance their own inicrests. 
They seem oblivious of the fact that such 


a policy jeopardises not only Israel's vital 


interests, but her very existence, Though 
unequalled in her- desire for peace - or 
readiness to contribute to it to the best 
of her ability, Israel. is not prepared to 
be melted. down to make oil for the 
wheels of ‘others—no matter how impor- 
tant or how powerful the engines,” 

“In the two thousand years of their 
wanderings.” the Ambassador added. 
“the Jews have known too often, and 
at too great a cost, what it means to 
be so used by the great and powerful. 
In assuring her legitimate self-defence, 
Israel today is also defending the dignity 
and integrity of the Jewish people every- 
where,’ the Ambassador added. 


No Spirit of Defeatism 


The Chief Rabbi, President. of the 
F.J.R.O., who was in the chair, referred 
lo “a sense of loneliness felt in view of 
the hostile attitude. from unexpected 
quarters and a tendency to sidestep and 
even ignore Israel's vital interests.”’ But, 
Rabbi Brodie said, defeatism was répug- 
ham to the heirs of a history as exira- 
Ordinary as that of the Jewish people. 
In spite of the anxiety and emergency, 
normal life in Israel would be carried 
on, and it was the great task of the 
FJ.R.O. and kindred organisations to 
assist her in the struggle for survival until 
she emerged triumphant to an era of

While Egyptian spokesmen have indicated that their Government is 
prepared to begin negotiations to settle the Palestine dispute on the basis 
of the United Nations partition resolution of 1947, Israeli leaders have 
continued to oppose strongly any suggestion that Israel should cede 
territory in exchange for a peace:settlement. | 

In Washington, Mr. Moshe Sharett, the Israeli Foreign Minister, has 
Stated that his country will not agree to its amputation. And in Jerusalem, 
Mr. Ben-Gurion, the Israeli Prime Minister, has made a bitter attack on 
the British and Soviet Governments, claiming that their policies might well 
result in the destruction of the State of Israel. 


MORE BRITISH AID 
FOR JORDAN 


Discussions in London 
By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


Britain, which this. week decided to 
give Jordan ten Vampire jet aircraft 
worth £200,000, is likely to grant that 
country. another interest-free loan. 

A Jordan delegation, now visiting Lon- 
don for talks with the Treasury, has, 
in addition to the loan, requested furthe: 
subsidies and an additional. grant-in-aid 
for the Jordan budget. In accordance 


‘with previous practice, both the subsidy 


and. grant are likely to. be increased, 


Jordan has already received an interest- . 


free loan of £1,600.000 from Britain for 
its five-year economic development plan. 
Last year it -secured from Britain 
£2.500,000,- as. well) asa. subsidy of 
£8,000,000 for the. Arab Legion. 

The Jordan development plan provides 
for increased irrigation, food production, 
aid to farmers, exploitation of mineral 
resources. (particularly phosphate. and 
manganese), and assistance to new indus- 
tries (especially cement factories). . The 
Jordanians also intend to improve com- 
munications and enlarge. the port of 
Aqaba. 

The London discussions are expected 
to last a fortnight. 

Although the Foreign Office is con- 
tinuing its diplomatic offensive in_ the 
Arab capitals, and in Tel Aviv, to per- 
suade Israel and the Arab States to agree 
to negotiate a peace settlement on the 
basis of the Eden plan; it is understood 
that it is not hopeful of speedy results 
and feels that it. will be 
years” before settlement. is. reached. 
The British diplomatic campaign Is being 
supported by the Americans, but the 
French have apparently been reluctant to 
co-operate on the basis of the Eden plan.

The Prime. Minister said that he stood 
by his. previous statements, both in. the 
Knesset and to the London newspaper, 
that Britain, as well as the Soviet Union, 
were pursuing policies—each for its own 
motives—which might result in the des- 
truction of Israel. 

Those who dispatched arms to Egypt 
must Know of that country’s. intention to 
destroy Israel. They were therefore serv- 
ing a State which was _ hostile to Israel 
and whose policy was of immense danger 
to the Jewish State. 


Communist Motion Rejected 


The Communist spokesman, Mr. 5. 
Mikunis, described as “extremely dis- 
quieting’ the statement made by the 
Premier during. his interview because -it 
‘created the illusion that American 
policy was better or gave more promis 
to Israel, and because it displayed the 
intention. of the Israeli Government to 
burn all bridges between Israel and the 
Soviet. Union.” 

The Communist motion was rejected by 
an overwhelming majority. 

Meanwhile, the Israeli Foreign Ministry 
has. denied the sugestion by a_ British 
Foreign Office spokesman that Israel 1s

“LESS ANTISEMITISM” IN U.S.A.

New YORK 

A two-month survey of the position 
of the Jews in America today, carried 
out. by Look magazine, says that in 
“an atmosphere of definitely declin- 
ing antisemitism, the Jew in the 
United States is comfortable and 
secure .. .; he js doing better and 
living better than his father and 
grandfather, and he has a full share 
in the American success story, 
although he does never really know 
what they (the Gentiles) are thinking 
about . . - the last big barrier 
standing between Jews and other 
Americans is a social one... .” 


Mr. William Attwood, the National 
Affairs Editor of the magazine. reports 
that “* American Jews have a larger pro- 
portion of business, professional, and 
white-collar workers than either the 
Protestants or Catholics. They have 
also superior earning power: It has been 
estimated that they nunrber 3.5 per cent 
of the population, but receive 10 per 


cent of the total personal income; of 
America’s 9,000 millionaires, about 20 
per cent are Jewish.’ 

Communications, the creative arts, and 
law are favoured by Jews, but there are 
not many Jews in old-established cor- 
porations, like banks and insurance 
companies, public utilities, and railways. 
The reasons,’ the. survey says, “* are 
plain—Jews are inclined to go where 
opportunity beckons, where discrimina- 
tion is at a minimum, and where they 
can either run their own business or at 
least avoid being at the mercy of a 
Gentile employer.” 

Nevertheless, Mr. Attwood expresses 
the belief that. “ overt antisemitism is 
hard to find. American Jews today have 
a better than even chance of living full, 


productive lives without being frustrated 


by discrimination,”’ 

The survey found that there is “ not 
much” intermarriage between Jews and 
Gentiles. “‘ Less than ten per cent of 
American Jews marry outside their faith 
. . . in three-fourths of the cases, the 
bride is Gentile and the groom Jewish. 
Their children, more often than not, are 
raised as Jews.”

Israeli-Sponsored 
Proposal

Zionist leaders- are considering 
the advisability of convening an 
emergency meeting of Jewish leaders 
in all countries to discuss the Middle 
Eastern situation in general and 
Israel's difficulties-in particular. 

This is one of a variety of Israeli- 
sponsored proposals aimed at mobilising 
world Jewish sentiment and strength on 
behalf of Israel. Dr. Nahum Goldmann, 
the Chairman of the American section of 
the Jewish Agency, will leave for Israel 
next week to discuss the proposal 

The proposed emergency conference of 


‘Zionist and non-Zionist leaders should. it 


is suggested, be held, possibly in Europe, 
next February. Another. proposal is. that 
the next World Zionist Congress te held 
next April, instead of in July. 

Many leaders here have opposed both 
suggestions. Opponents of the proposed 
emergency conference argue that nothing 
could have drawn attention to Israel's 
critical situation. better than Mr. Sharett’s 
dramatic ‘plane journey to Paris and 
Geneva. 

Despite this opposition, there appears 
lo be a general willingness to hold a brief 
two- or three-day emergency conference 
if Israch leaders press the issue.

FIRST YEAR OF HILLEL 
HOUSE 


Service to Thousands of Students 
By.a Jewish CHRONICLE Reporter 


A year ago the Hille] Foundation 
started its activities at Hillel House, 
1 Endsleigh Street, W.C.1, under the 
auspices of the B'nai Brith of Great 
Britain and. Ireland. 

On. Tuesday, to mark this occasion, a 

press conference was held at Hillel House, 
at which a report was presenied on the 
results of the -first ycar’s work. : 
“We have been working to full 
capacity,” Mr, J. C. Gilbert (Chairman 
of the Hillel. Foundation) told me, “ and 
Hillel House has, in.a very short time, 
proved itself far too small to accommo- 
date all the student activities, mainly cul- 
tural, which could be arranged.” 

Mr. Henry Shaw (the Director) said 


they needed much more room. for their 


music groups and Hebrew classes. They 
also needed two recreation rooms, because 
their present ‘ones, which had been ear- 
marked for recreation, were now being 
used as dormitories. They had no room 
where they could hold. lectures 


Extension Planned 


Mr. Gilbert said that in London they 
were about to negotiate for the extension 
at the rear of their premises, provided 
they received the permission from the 
Town and Country. Planning. authorities, 
Between 1,000 and 1,500 students from 
about fifteen different countries have, he 
said, passed through Hulel House every 
week— it was open every day—and they 
had as many as fifty to sixty. students 
for dinner on Friday nights. 

In. the first year, the report states, just 
over 600 students had used Hille] House 


for dormitory accommodation—five from 


Greece, ten from Scandinavian countries 
(including Finland), 14 from Germany 
and Austria, 31 from the British 
Dominions (mainly South Africa), 35 
from the Middle and Far East (including 
India, Egypt, Persia, and Turkey), 53 
from. the U.S.A., 67 from France and 


North Africa. 82 from Israel, and 300 


from the United Kingdom provinces. 

In Leeds the local Jewish community, 
under the leadership of the Bonai Brith, 
had formed a Hillel Foundation West 
Riding branch, and would shortly be in a 
position tO open a Hillel Hall of Resi- 
dence with facilities similar to those in 
London. Manchester and Glasgow would 
follow suit. | 

* A Hillel House in Oxford is con- 
sidered top priority,” stresses the report. 
“The Jewish Students’ Society at that 
ancient university has entirely inadequate 
facilities for their requirements, and a 
special committee headed by the Chief 
Rabbi, Lord Cohen, Mr. Justice Kar- 
minski, and other distinguished Oxonians 
of the Jewish community is planning how 
hest to deal with the maticr.

KASHRUT AT BAKERIES 
‘Commission’s Supervision

The adequate supervision of 
bakeries. was announced as __ the 
latest achievement of the Kashrus 


Commission, by Mr. A. I. Bard, the 
President, at a meeting of the Com- 
mission last week, 


This quesuon, Mr. Bard told the meet- 
ing, which was held at the offices of the 
Commission, 4 Creechurch Place, E.C.3, 
had been troubling the Commission. for 
many years. They had hardly had any 
bakeries which were under supervision: 
Bui in recent months they had been able 
io do something in this direction, All 
caterers, he said, under their superviston 
would be requested to buy their cakes, 
bread, or whatever else they required for 
their gatherings from bakenes under the 
Commission's supervision, of which there 
were NOW SIX. 

Dayan A. Rapoport, Principal Rabbini- 
cal Supervisor, said they hoped tn due 
course institute a. system of super- 
vision over grocery shops, and = paid 
tribuie..to Rabbi ‘A. Silver, the Assistant 
Rabbinical Supervisor, and to Mr. L. 
Land; the Secretary, for their. work im 
bringing the scheme for the supervision 
of bakeries to fruition, 

The President said that they had had 
io raise their caterers’ fees to a smal 
exient in order to cover the Commission's 
increased overhead expenses and to meet 
the extra payment to the shomerim. As 
a result, their income, compared with a 


year-ago, had increased by about £2,000, 


and their expenditure by about £1,700. 

Mr. Bard stated that next day his col- 
leagues and he would meet the Chief 
Rabbi in connection with his Advisory 
Commuttee. A large sum of money was 
needed for education. The Commission, 
he said, would do whatever was possible 
for education. 

The meeting confirmed, among other 
granis, the payment of £263 to the Kosher 
School-Meals Service, this being the 
uncompleted portion of the £1,000 per 
annum contribution which the Commis- 
sion had undertaken to make to the Ser- 
vice through their caterers.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


EMERGENCY 


*... and Jacob came in peace” 
(Hebrew: Shalem, “ whole, 
fect ”’). Talmudic comment: 
* Whole in his body, whole in his 
substance, whole in his Torah.” 


SRAEL is again in peril. The 
news of the new danger con- 
fronting our historic homeland 
has stirred every Jew to the depths. 
The emphasis is on every Jew ; for 
if there be a descendant of Jacob 
who has remained indifferent to our 
people’s jeopardy, he has by that 
very token exciuded himself from 
the fellowship of Klal Yisrael. 
The immediacy of the reaction was 
perhaps the surest symptom of the 
healthy normalcy of the Jewish body 
politic. Intuition is invaluable; - it 
is that deeper wisdom that saves us 
in the hour of crisis, before our slow- 
plodding intellect has time to come to 
grips with a problem. Yet it ts vital 
that ultimately the mind should under- 
stand what the heart feels. Why did 
the danger to Israel exert this over- 


whelming impact on the soul of the . 


Jew? The answer goes back to the 
initial struggles of Israel described in 
our Sidra, 


* FACOB came in peace.” Peace is 

the keynote of Jewish thought and 
religious doctrine and. practical striv- 
ing. But jn Esau’s heart there 
is no peace ; that is the tragedy. He 
is a brother, but Cain's inveterate 
hatred is jneradicably rooted in his 
soul. He despises the birthright, but 
persists in demanding it. He claims 
the ancestral blessing, but rejects its 
concomitant responsibilities. He exiles 
his brother, and on his return marches 
to meet him with armed men, 
Jacob escapes the talon: 
predatory Kim ree. factors 
contribute to his salvation. Jacob 
makes a gift to his enemy—a gift so 
precious that he cannot refuse it. It 
is a vast offering continuing through 
unending centuries, and it is still. being 
given: the Jewish contribution to 
civilisation neither Haman nor Hitler 
nor Nasser dare reject. 


Jacob also had a secret weapon,. 


_which none could destroy, 


Our sages 
called it prayer; in ouf agnostic age 
let us name it faith. Esau’s sword 
was a mighty instrument of conquest ; 
but against Jewish faith it was a 
broken reed. This faith was dynamic ; 
it could, jn the age of a Judas Macca- 
beus or a Ben-Gurion, become fiercely 
militant. The Jew comes in peace; 
but if it must be war, Esau and 
Ishmae! know that none can wield the 
sword with greater resolution. 


‘THE dawn of a better day. arose 

when Esau and his allies were fled. 
Great was the revelation of that hour, 
Jacob became whole jn body again: 
he was no longer the back-bent, cower- 
ing slave who kissed the knout of his 
persecutor, He was an unvielding 
fighter of freedom. 

Jacob was whole in substance. Life 
in: Eretz. Yisrael was still a strugele, 
but never ignominjous or. hopeless, 
The Jew became a worker, who 
handled sword and ploughshare with 
equal skill, 

And, supremely, he was whole in 
his Torah. Torah faith and Jewish 
culture, Jewish ethic and ethos, Jewish 
spiritual ideals crystallised as Hebrew 
patterns of living, as Hebrew mouids 
of civilisation—this Torah reintegrated 
all the generations of Jewish history. 

When Communist imperialists came 
to barter political advantage for 
Jewish lives, when Western Powers 
traded oi] and. strategic bases for 
Jewish blood, every Jew knew 
intuitively and instantaneously that the 
agony of our miartyrs, the blood of 
our fighters—our Geulah was at stake. 
The peace, the future, the very life of 
Klal Yisrael’ was in jeopardy,

‘Light on the Bible

Many eminent Jewish scholars were 
among those who attended a lecture 
given by the Rector and President of 
the Hebrew University, Dr. B. Mazar, 
to the Society for Jewish Study on 
“ Excavations in Beit Shearim: the 
Seat of Judah the Prince” at the 
Gustave Tuck Theatre, of University 
College recently. The Chairman was 
Dr. Oskar K. Rabinowicz. 


Recent developments in the field of 
archeology in the Holy Land, said Dr. 
Mazar. had opened a new door to a 
more profound understanding of the 
history of the Land of Israel and shed 
new light on many heretofore obscure 
chapters in the spiritual life of the Jewish 
people, on its literary and. religious tradi- 
tion, and on the Bible, the Mishna, and 
Talmud.

Speaking about the archxological 
project at Beit Shearim, Dr. 
that today they were able not only to 
survey the entire history of that site but 
also to arrive at significant insights into 
importa nt chapters in the life of the 
Jewish community of Israel and ~ her 
neighbours during the Mishnaic © and 
Talmudic periods. In Talmudic litera- 
fure, he said, Beit Shearim was frequently 
mentioned as a Jewish settlement of the 
Roman period in» Lower Galilee and

More Questions on Territorial Concessions

Sir ANTHONY EDEN given 
another rough passage in the Com- 
mons last week, when he was ques- 
troned further about his Guildhall 
speech.

on November 9. 

“1 took the opportunity,” he said, * of 
advising both sides that, if. they want 
peace, they must make some compromise 
be! iween the positions they have taken up. 

‘1 did not attempt to lay down where 
and how that compromise should. be 
found, nor do I propose to do so now.

Sir Anthony replied: “I do not think 
that iine. would be in the least helpful 
to iry to get a settlement. What I have 
said is that we would do what we can, 
and so will the U.S.A. Government, to 
try to bring about an arrangement, and 
we have been doing so for a considerable 
time past.’ 

Amid cheers from the Conservative 
benches, Sir Anthony added: “I do not 
accept that what I said at the Guildha!! 
was so exceptional as to call forth Mr. 
Shinwell’s comments. 

It was the turn of Labour 
to. cheer when Mr. Herpert Morrison 
(Lab., Lewisham, S.) declaréd that the 
Prime Minister’s speech at the Guildhall 
had undoubtedly caused “very . great 
alarm and apprehension. ’ in Israel, 

There were cries of “* No” from the 
Conservatives, and Mr. Morrison 
retorted: “ If they are denying that, they

Middle East Repercussions

would involve giving up half her territory. 

He. was prepared to. believe that this 
was a _muisconstruction. of .the Prime 
Minister's speech, but, if it were, Sir 
Anthony could put it straight by a word.

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LONDON BOARD’S ACHIEVEMENTS 
Jewish Education for 15,000 Children 


By a« Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Dr. Isidore Fishman, Director of 
Education of the London Board of 
Jewish Religious Education, has 
described to me some of the achieve- 
ments and problems of the Board. 


During the nine years of the Board's 
existence, he said, the Board had estab- 
lished a number of principles which were 
now generally accepted, the most impor- 
tamt being that Jewish religious education 
must be free and that every member of 
the community must accept the policy of 
taxation so that the general financial 
structure should be secure. 

In recent years, however, the number 
of pupils, he added, had greatly increased 
and they now had 15,000 pupils, com- 
pared with 9.000 some five years ago. 

is necessitated the appointmem of 
additiona) teachers, extension of hours, 
the opening of new centres, especially on 
housing estates, and much larger expen- 
diture in text-books, This, coupled with 
the two cost-of-living bonuses which had 
been rightly granted to teachers, had 
led to the present financial crisis. 

The Board had made a notable con- 
tribution to the general standard of 
Jewish education. There had been much 
ill-informed criticism of their work, but 
at the present moment there were many 
senior children who had a good grasp 
of Jewish fundamentals, including the 
Prayer-book, Bible, history, and religious 
knowledge, and were also studying 
elementary rabbinics.. The fact that 
many more pupils were now entering for 
the School Certificate Examination of the 
Central Examining Board, under _ the 
auspices of Jews’ College, supported this 
view. He stressed, however, that there 
was no room for complacency. The real 
problem was the fact that fewer than 14 
per cent of their boys and girls remained 
at. the Hebrew. classes after they had 
reached the age of 13. 


-London Board maintained 


. the establishment of 


the community to provide educational 
facilities for their youth was fully justi- 
fied, said Dr. Fishman. Where the 
withdrawal 
classes: at secondary schools, pupils had 
been encouraged to take classical or 
Modern Hebrew or religious knowledge 
in the General Certificate of Education 
Examination, and during the past few 
years a number of pupils had been 
successful. He had hoped that the time 
would come when it would be possible 
to establish students’ colleges, at least 
four in the first instance, in various paris 
of London, where adolescents would be 
encouraged to continue their Jewish 
studies. The curriculum would be varied 
to suit the abilities of the student, and 
he had in mind not only courses in Bible 
and rabbinics but also in Modern Hebrew 
and modern Jewish history. Unfortu- 
nately, present circumstances prevenied 


“them from further expansion, but con- 


sideration should be given to the problem 
of the “‘ early leavers.” 

Criticism, he stated, had also been 
levelled against the poor attendance on 
weekday evenings at many of their 


centres. It was their duty to insist ihat 
parents send their children regularly 
on weekdays in order to reach an 


adequate standard of Jewish knowledge. 
It would be a retrograde step to foster 
attendance on Sunday mornings only. 

' Turning to the training of teachers, 
Dr. Fishman stressed that this must be 
the responsibility of the whole Anglo- 
Jewish community, and that the provinces 
must take their share in this vital work. 
It was dangerous to delay plans for 
encouraging the recruitment of. teachers, 
especially in view of the forthcoming 
schemes to establish new Jewish day 
schools, which already been 
announced. All voluntary aided schools 
would be legally obliged to be staffed 
by secularly qualified teachers, but 
unless they possessed a high standard of 
Jewish knowledge the main purpose for 
the Jewish day 
school would

The Canadian scientist is Dr. Gottlieb, 
who is in charge of the Montreal Life 
Prolongation Research Unit, which has 
announced that it hopes to halt or 
reverse the process of aging and even 
possibly make man live for ever. 
Details of progress have not been 
given, but the Canadian scientists, led by 


that life is a chemical process with 
protein molecules being constantly broken 
down and renewed. As age increases the 
process of renewal breaks down: the 
Canadians are aiming at the discovery 
of a formula which will prevent this, 
They are trying to find a way of pre- 
venting inert protein from clogging the 
body cells, and thus interfering with the 
body’s normal functions, causing death.

EVER since Sir ANTHONY EDEN made his 
speech at Guildhall on November 9, the 
Government have been at pains to explain 
exactly what the Prime MINISTER meant. In 
the process we have again witnessed a gradual 
whittling down of the original firm stand. 
This is the method of conducting foreign 
affairs which in the past has so often brought 
unnecessary complications to the working out 
of British policy. Presumably one of the 
main purposes of Sir ANTHONY'S speech, 
which we have been told was the result of 
very careful thought in which each word was 
weighed, was to get Israelis and Arabs into 
the frame of mind where they would move 
from their old attitudes to more flexible 
positions in order that fresh negotiations 
could begin. Apparently it was thought that 
a violent eruption of this kind would break 
the log-jam which characterises Israeli-Arab 
relations. Everyone was to think out his 
problems anew in. the hope that a settlement 
would be achieved. It is remarkable that 
after such profound consideration — the 
Government could not think of a better plan, 
and the result has been rather to worsen the 
deadlock than to resolve it. The only con- 
structive new thinking on the subject seems 
to be coming from France, where, according 
to our Paris Correspondent’s dispatch pub- 
lished on page 15, the Quai d'Orsay appears 
to be showing far more sense of realism, as 
well as imagination, than our own Foreign 
Office. 

It is remarkable that the Foreign Office 
should have misjudged the effect that Sir 


ANTHONY'S speech would produce to such a 


degree that it has adopted an attitude of 
pained surprise, amounting almost to dis- 
belief, at the flat rejection by the Israeli 
Governmentof Sir ANTHONY’S proposals, The 
PRIME MINISTER and his spokesmen have 
attempted to explain what he really meant 
and THe Times has added its contribu- 
tion by stating that “there was never any 
suggestion, or belief, that a return could be 
made to anything like the 1947 line.” In the 
same newspaper, Mr. ELaTtH, the Israeli 
Ambassador, has explained why his Govern- 
ment, “backed by united public opinion, is 
unable to read Sir ANTHONY EDEN’S proposals 
in any very favourable light. We cannot but 
see them; he writes, “against the back- 
ground of H.M. Government's past attitudes 
and actions in relation to a number of matters 
vitally affecting Israel’s interests—such as 
arms supplies, the Arab economic boycott, 
Egypt's denial of free passage through the 
Suez Canal and the Straits of Tiran, etc.” 
Even the Arab Governments have shown 
little enthusiasm for Sir ANTHONY'S pro- 
posals, though it is clear that they have been 
encouraged to believe that no further action 
on their part is necessary except to continue 
to display the maximum. hostility towards 
Israel. If the British Government sincerely 
hopes to make progress with this difficult 
problem, it will have to think more construc- 
tively than it has done hitherto. 


Whenever the subject of Israeli-Arab rela- 
tions is discussed, it is inevitable that the 
problem of the hapless Arab refugees should 
come up for consideration. 
which is always inclined to befog the real 


issue, which is liable to put Jews everywhere | 


on the defensive, and which gives Israel’s 
critics a heaven-sent weapon, That Major- 
General Spears should make use of this stick 
is Only to be expected, but it 1s pathetic to 
find such an old friend as the cartoonist, Mr. 
Davip Low, in such a muddle about the whole 
issue that he, too, falls into the trap. THE 
TIMES, of course, is only making things worse 
when it writes in a leading article on 
November 29 that “ as long as there are Arab 
refugees crowded in idleness on the borders 
of Israel. the Arab Governments, which act 
as reluctant hosts to the refugees, must, like 
them, think in terms of breaking through the 
boundaries which keep the refugees from 
their old homes.” 


So long as people continue to think of the 
refugee problem in isolation they are likely 
to be misled by Arab. propaganda. No 
humane person will wish to underrate the 
sufferings of the three-quarters of a million 
or so Arab refugees, and any alleviation of 


it is a subject 


their lot would be welcome. It should be 
remembered, however, that these people (or 
the adults, for many of the children have been 
born in the camps) fled from Palestine under 
the impact of the war of aggression which was 


waged, with their sympathy, by their fellow- 


Arabs. They were the victims of a war which 
Israel did not want, They were not “ evicted,” 
as Mr. Davip Low states, by the Israelis. 
They were the unfortunate sufferers from 
the Arabs’ evil designs. It is easy enough to 
say that Israel should take them back, but it 
is no more logical—or, from the refugees’ 
point of view, sensible—than it would have 
been to have asked Turkey to receive back 


Greek refugees in 1921 or Pakistan to take 


back the Hindu and Sikhrefugees in 1947, The 
Arab refugees represent what is perhaps a 
unique example of human cruelty, where the 
brethren of the refugee population heartlessly 
refuse asylum in their own vast territories. 
Can anyone imagine another people any- 
where refusing to rehabilitate their kith and 
kin in this way, even if they thought they were 


badly treated by someone else ? On humani- | 


tarian grounds there is no vestige of excuse 
for Arab behaviour. Every opportunity 1s 
available to the Arabs to resettle these people 


‘in their own lands, and the Israelis have 


countless times expressed their willingness to 
compensate the refugees as part of an over-all 
settlement with the Arab States. The brutal 
and undeniable fact is that the latter have 
preferred to exploit the miseries of their 
brethren for political ends rather than make 
peace with Israel. Their hatred of Israel has 
been greater than their love for their fellow- 


_ Arabs, and the tragedy has been heightened 


by the encouragement in this attitude which 
they have received from those elements in the 


“Western nations who have been more inter- 


ested in hindering Israel's development than 
they have been in eliminating this blot on 
civilisation, 


DELAYING TACTICS 


THe Jewish community in Germany and 


_ many thousands of former German citizens 


elsewhere. are anxiously following the fate 
of the indemnification law now before the 
Federal Upper House at Bonn. It is seven 


years since the enforcement of indemnifica- — 


tion was initially enacted by the Allies and 
in principle accepted by the German authori- 
ties. Yet delay follows delay, causing untold 
suffering and hardship to multitudes of 
former victims of the Nazi régime. Out of 
about 130,000 indemnification claims b 

Jewish victims, no fewer than 80,000 are sti 


- waiting to be dealt with. This is due primarily ; 


to the slow process of clarifying and imple- 
menting the indemnification law. After many 
months of labour by a special committee 
appointed by the Federal Government last 
year, the draft has now been finally prepared. 
Unfortunately it has been burdened with a 
large number of amendments and modifica- 
tions, many of which are considered, even by 
German. experts, as negative and unhelpful. 
A further difficulty, which may cause new 
delays, is the attitude taken up by the Govern- 
ments of the various German Lander (pro- 


yinces), who are putting forward ever new — 


objections in their attempt, it is fedred, to 
avoid contributing to the indemnification 
funds. Jewish leaders have pointed out on 
numerous occasions that, apart from other 
evils, the delays cause great hardship, particu- 
larly to claimants over 55 years of age, who 
constitute the majority of all those who 
filed claims for indemnification. There 
are thousands among them already over 75 
years of age, and they are unlikely to live 
long enough to receive any indemnification. 
And all this at a time when German war 
criminals and Known former Nazis returning 
from the U.S.S.R. are receiving payment in 


advance, with many of them put on State 


pensions without delay. Dr. ADENAUER has 
shown much understanding for the Jewish 
victims ; it is hoped that he will not want to 
risk the forfeiture of the appreciation which 
he has won on that account by allowing any 
further delay in the passing of the indemnifi- 
cation law. 


ANTISEMITISM 


AFTER a two-month survey, Loox, an 
American non-Jewish magazine, has (as 
reported on page | of this issue) come to the 
conclusion that there is today less antisemi- 
tism in the United States. This, if true, is 
very welcome news, but, unfortunately, as 
investigations by responsible Jewish orga- 
nisations have shown, there is still consider- 
able openly expressed discrimination against 
American Jews, and, of course, Negroes, by 
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employers and employment agencies, and by 
country clubs and holiday resorts, In addi- 
tion, irresponsible antisemitic groups still 
continue to disseminate their vicious hate 
propaganda. In Britain the situation Is per- 
haps not so disquieting. It would be foolish 
to suggest that antisemitism does not exist, 
but there is comparatively little of an overt 
nature. There are, however, occasional dis- 
turbing manifestations which prove that there 
is still a rabid fringe, however small, anxious 
to create trouble between Jews and _ their 
fellow-citizens. In Birmingham, for example, 
there has for some time been conducted a 
sporadic anti-Jewish poster campaign, which 
manifested itself especially during the General 
Election and when the city was visited by the 
Israel Philharmonic Orchestra, A_twelve- 
foot-high poster, incidentally, announcing a 
concert by this Orchestra, was also badly 
defaced outside the Queen’s Hall in London. 
The antisemites are undoubtedly encouraged 
by a small group of anti-Jewish papers 
which, week in, week out, churn out their 
scurrilous propaganda. Their circulation is 
insignificant, but their backers—and it would 


be interesting to know the identity of these ~ 


“ philanthropists °—obviously think it worth 
while. Somehow or other these incurable 
optimists hope to sell to the public that 
notorious forgery “The Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion” and the fable of “ Jewish 
international financiers planning to control 
the world.” That their efforts are not 
altogether in vain can. be seen, for example, 
by the farrago of nonsense spouted last week 
at a Darlington meeting of a Conservative 
women’s club by a local man who tried to 
convince his audience that the Jews were 


indeed planning to dominate the peoples of . 


the world. The quality of his “facts” can 
be seen in his reported observation that “ the 
United Nations Organisation . .. had the 
same flag as Israel.” It would not be worth 
mentioning this foolish speech were it not for 
the fact that a responsible local newspaper, 
the NORTHERN Despatcu, thought it worth 


while to give it nearly two columns under a 


scare headline. In other provincial’ news- 


papers, too, insidious antisemitic propaganda 


is evident, particularly in connection with the 
many obviously inspired letters published on 
the question of shechita. These few examples 
show plainly enough that there is no room 
in the community for complacency, While 


there is little doubt that antisemitism has, on 


the whole, declined, Jews must, nevertheless, 
remain vigilant. 


HEBREW TEACHERS 


AT the October meeting of the London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education, the 
report was given of a special sub-committee 
on. the Faculty for the Training of Teachers. 
This report was presented by Mr. S. S. Levin, 
who, as Chairman both of the Board and of 
this sub-committee, was_able to speak with 
some claim to authority; However, as he 
himself pointed out, the report was chiefly 
noteworthy for its negative character. Those 
responsible for the Faculty did not claim to 
have solved the problem of the supply and 
training of teachers, said Mr, LEVIN, who 
then proceeded to blame the community at 


large for the failure to build up a Jewish 


teaching profession. In reply to his argu- 
ments, letters have appeared in our corre- 
spondence columns from experienced pro- 
fessional teachers, who have thrown. the 
blame back upon the London Board. Even 
if the community can be persuaded to pro- 
vide both the money and the men and women, 
they. urge, “it must feel confident that 
both money and personnel will be used 


according to accepted educational stand- 


ards and in a manner which will encourage 
an even and regular. recruitment in the 
future.” Again: “The London Board's 
Salary scales are in every aspect anomalous 
and unfair It will never ° attract 
the right men and women until it removes 
all these anomalies.” Furthermore: “The 
Board must recognise that the teacher 
armed with all the diplomas which the Board 
Offers is simply a liability if he or she cannot 
teach.” It is alleged that teachers “are 
assessed purely and simply on the possession 
of diplomas testifying to their having 
acquired Hebrew knowledge and very often 
without the skili to impart that knowledge.” 
For several years the Faculty for the Train- 
ing of Teachers has been operating under 
the auspices of Jews’ College and the London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education. The 
community is entitled to know what effective 
and worth-while contribution the Faculty is 
making to the establishment of a qualified 
teaching profession. | 


About Books - 
BIBLICAL ESSAYS 


The Bible Today. Considered by Christian 
Scholars. Published for THe Typ by 
Eyre & Spottiswoode, 25s.

In the summer of 1954 THE Times published 
a Bible Supplement which was, in ever, way 
a remarkable production. Its purpose was “ic 
make it possible for thoughtful readers without 
specialist learning as well as for scholars 
an over-all picture of how Biblical studies have 
progressed.” The Supplement met with a grea 
demand which apparently has not ended yer A 
welcome is therefore assured to the reprint of 
the essays, some of them with added materia} 
in this handier and more durable form 

Since a notice of this work appeared in Ty; 
JEWISH CHRONICLE after the original publica- 
tion, there is no need to repeat a detailed des- 
cription of the comprehensive ficld which js 
covered in the twenty-nine studies. Attention 
will only be drawn to. thoughts which the 
volume suggests, some of them having particular 
relevance to Jews. : 

The admirable introduction opens with 
quotations from Emerson and Carlyle’ which. 
describe how deep and widespread” was the 
influence of the Bible in their day. The latter 
spoke of it as a book to be found “ in the 
poorest cottage”; but the writer wistfully 
remarks that “those nineteenth-century  testi- 
monies can, alas, no longer be said to be true. 
The poorest cottage—like the most luxurious 
flat—does not always contain a copy.” This js 
surely an understatement! Moreover. where a 
copy’ of the Bible is found, he continues. “jt 
may well be in mint condition, apart from a 
tell-tale coating of dust.”

Spiritual Influence 


Regarding this as a lamentable state of affairs. 
a great national newspaper offers this contri- 
bution to the endeavour to revive interest in the - 
Bible, because life in this country has become 
poorer in its spiritual content from the neglect, 
If this be true of the English people, it is equaliy 
true of Anglo-Jewry, among whom the neglect 
is sO evident. But what is being done by Anglo- 
Jewry to restore the Bible to the reverence of 
“the people of the Book” ? 

An analysis of the causes which have. led. to 
the decline in the hold of the Bible would reveal 
several factors. Among them is surely ‘the 
destructive form which Biblical criticism 
assumed. in the last century. Theories were 
advanced which undermined faith in the Bible 
as a Divine revelation. Although atiempts have 
been made, which are apparent in this volume, 
to counteract that effect, it is doubtful whether 
they will be successful with the general reader 
whose conviction is that. criticism has. des- 
troyed the authenticity of the: Bible. 

From this. point of view it is regrettable that 
contributors reproduce the Graf-Wellhausen 
hypothesis with = scarcely an indication. that 


‘modern Biblical scholarship is in some quarters 


assuming a hostile attitude towards it. In his 
essay on “The Literary Growth of the Old 
Testament,” Professor H. H. Rowley offers 
“a summary of the most widely accepted 
views” but adds the caution that “ the frequent ~ 
use of ‘ perhaps” and * probably.’ is intended to 
reflect the writer's reserve, in view of the impos- 


‘sibility of attaining certainty on many pauls, 


and also to recognise that there are divergent 
views.” The next essay on “ The Pentateuch, 
on the other hand, is dogmatic and gives no 


hint that the views expressed are now being 


seriously challenged by competent scholars. 


Recent Research 


Occasionally one meets with contradictory 
statements in the book. For instance, on page >! 
we read: “ Recent: research has laid consider- 


able stress on the tong oral tradition that lies 


behind the earliest sources.” But in the essay 
on “Archeology and the Bible,” pages 18f., 
the reader is informed, “ The Ras Shamra [ext 
with their extensive collection of myths and 
Sagas, probably dating back to the fifteenth 
century B.c., make it possible to suppose thal 
early Hebrew. records may. have been com 
mitted to writing far earlier than scholars were 
wont to assume. This relieves us of the neces 
sity of positing a very long period ol oral 
transmission of Hebrew traditions before the 
beginning of written records.” It should be 
remembered that the founders of the High! 
Criticism were misled by the erroneous 10¢4 
that writing was unknown in the age of Moses. 

“ The Bible Today ” is wholly the production 
of Christians, and the work of Jewish scholars 
is completely ignored. | The important conur 


butions of D. Hoffmann. B. Jacob, H. M. Wiener 


and, more recently, U. Cassuto have failed to 
gain the recognition which they deserve 
because they refused to accept assures 
results ” which, in their opinion, were fallacious. 
It is to be hoped that the department of Biblics 
Studies in the Hebrew University wil! do mue 
to remove this reproach of exclusion.

FLORENCE GREENBERG 


T requires a great deal of skill 

constantly to be able to com- 

pound appetising and nourishing 
meals, often from a limited set of 
ingredients. Cooks have always 
been very important people in our 
society, even if there have been 
periods when they have received 
less than the credit due to them. 
Nowadays, however, with the 
emphasis on correct diets and the 
increased scientific appreciation of 
the values of different foods and 
their treatment, cooks and chefs are 
even more important. They are so 
important, indeed, as to command 
high spots in radio and TV 
programmes 

It requires, however, an even rarer 
gift to be able to impart the art of 
cooking to others, above all by means 
of the written word. That Florence 
Greenberg possessed this rarer gift was 
the discovery of her late husband, Mr, 
L. J. Greenberg, who was at that time 
editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, and 
he quickly canalised it for the benefit 
of his readers.. Since early in_ the 
1920s, when she began to contribute 
a weekly cookery article to the 
columns of this journal, Florence 
Greenberg has continued to do sO 
without a break. That in itself is 
surely a record, and it is, therefore, 
not surprising that the sum of her

Mrs. Greenberg, whose maiden 
name was Oppenheimer, trained as a 
hospital nurse before the First World 
War: and she served during that war 
as a Nursing Sister. She was men- 
tioned in dispatches for service in the 
Dardanelles campaign, and she spent 
some time nursing both in Palestine 
and in Egypt. During her distin- 
guished career as a Nursing Sister, she 
became specially interested in dietetics,

one of the oldest cities on earth, which 
in ancient days was the end of the 
road for merchants plying: the trade 
routes from the Far East and Arabia 
to. the Mediterranean coast. Like 
most. ancient cities, Ascalon. has 
changed hands on numerous occasions. 
The birthplace of Herod, one of the 
principal! centres of the Philistines, and 
once an important commercial centre, 
it was besieged by Saladin and then 
occupied by the Crusaders, who made 
it an open city. But in’ 1270 it was 
finally destroyed by the Mamelukes, 
and it has remained in ruins ever since. 
Crusader Remains 

A deep layer of sand now covers 
Philistine Ascalon, but a visit to the 
site of the ‘historic city is not 
unrewarding, for huge fragments of 


typical Crusader masonry still remain, . 


as well as Roman columns by the sea 
wall overlooking the magnificent 
beach. 

In modern Ascalon we have an 
example of town planning at its best. 
The South African investors who 
decided to build this new city chose 
an area where the soil is ideal for 
citrus and other crops, where ground 
water is abundant, where the climate 
is superb, and where clay deposits 
provide ready-made material for the 
much-needed pipes and bricks, as wel! 
as ceramics. A perfect natural beach 
and an amazing natural park, with 
acres of palm groves, ancient woods, 
and Jawns, make it an ideal residential- 
cum-holiday area. 

But the architects of Ascalon are 
not content with building one centre 
alone. Anxious to avoid creating an 
ugly, sprawling, overgrown city, they 
have a master plan providing for five 


tion of the second town. 


separate satellite towns, each with its 
own shopping and communal. centre, 
but with one over-all centre for the 
main services, such as_ hospitals, 
Government offices, and high schools. 
The industrial zone, according to Dr. 
H. Sonnabend, one. of the chief 
planners, will be separated from the 


towns by a wide green belt. 


The five towns will together form 
the future City of Greater Ascalon. 


The first, built. by the Afridar Com-. 


pany, a non-profit-making concern 
formed by South African Jewry, will 
be known as Afridar Ascalon; the 
South African community will prob- 
ably participate also in the construc- 
The. third, 
Old Migdal. which was abandoned by 
its Arab inhabitants, is today occupied 
by newcomers, many of them 
emploved in. the gigantic. Yuval Gad 
factory, which produces the massive 
72-inch pipes running from the Yarkon 
to the Negev. The fourth unit, the 
New Migdal, is -being established by 
the Israeli Government, while private 
enterprise is developing the fifth centre, 
Barnea Ascalon, north of Afridar. The 
common centre, Greater. Ascalon, will 
be situated: between the two Afridar 
units. The five-town plan has a his- 
toric parallel, for ancient Ascalon had 
several satellite towns with a common 
centre. 


Ten-year Project 


Fach town will have between 6.000 
and 8.000 inhabitants, newcomers from 
South Africa and the West. kibbutz- 
niks, and immigrants from many 
countries. The entire scheme, the first 
planned urban development project in 
Israel, will be completed in ten years. 


Afridar’s community centre was 
formally opened last year. Shops, 
cafés, and offices are concentrated 


under arcades opposite the Mediter- 
ranean. Leading off from the arcades 
is a courtyard giving access to the

HE Reading of the Law 

had already begun when I 

reached the Synagogue of 
the Reconstructionists in New York. 
Hearing a treble voice intoning the 
portion, I assumed that there was a 
Barmitzvah in progress, and tiptoed 
quietly to a vacant seat. Looking

Dr. Kaplan’s Contribution 


The Reconstructionist Movement is 
bound up indissolubly with the name 
of Dr. Mordecai Kaplan. Born in 
Lithuania in 1881, Dr. Kaplan was 
educated at Columbia: University ; 
the Jewish Theological Seminary, In 
1909 Solomon Schechter invited him 
to. be Principal of the Seminary 
Institute, and jin 1910 he 
was made Professor of Homiletics, a 
position which he still holds. . In 1916 
Kaplan founded the Jewish Center, a 
synagogue situated on. 86th Street, 
which, while run on strictly Orthodox 
lines, has a vigorous theological pro- 
gramme of. activities. 

Kaplan’s ideas ran ahead of those 
of the Jewish Center. He resigned 
his connection with it in 1921, and in 


the following year established the 
Society for the Advancement of 
Judaism. Here, with a group of 


pupils and other associates, he worked 
out a set of ideas which form the 
Reconstructionist philosophy. They 
established a synagogue of their own, 
also on 86th Street. It is but a little 
way from the Jewish Center, now 
under the vigorous and firmly Ortho- 
dox leadership of Rabbi Leo Jung, the 
more pious members of whose flock 
are said to cross the road rather than 
risk contamination from the heresies

The kernel of Reconstructionist 
ideas is to be found in the title of 
Kaplan's book, Judaism as a Civilisa- 
tion.”

The basis of their pro- 
gramme has been stated by one of the 
leaders of the movement in these 
terms: Judaism must be regarded

The individual American Jew, sav the 
Reconstructionists, lives in two civilisa- 
tions-—-the Jewish and the American, 
and his communal organisation must.. 
be an integrated one so as to concern 
itself with the whole of ‘his cultural life. 
Reconstructionist ideas on com- 
munal organisation are favoured by 
many who reject their theology , and - 
let it be added that Dr. Kaplan (who, 
despite the heterodoxy of: his ideas, is 
himself a strictly observant Jew). is 
personally popular even among those 
who have-lhittle use for. his ideas. 


An Earth-bound Religion

At one time 

theology appeared to. be gaining 
ground among. American rabbis, 
Reform .and Conservative. In. the 


language of one of its exponents it 
stands for “a humanistic conception 
of religion as man’s effort to achieve 
self-fulfilment or salvetion and on a 
conception of Jewish religion as the 
effort of the Jewish people to help 
the individual Jew, Jewry as a- whole, 
and mankind, to achieve that goal.” 
It has the appearance of an earth- 
bound religion, and today American 
Jewish thinkers are striving to return 
to the mystic communion with the 
Divine... It may here> be. mentioned 
that Reconstructionist vagueness’ on 
the existence of God and the fact of 
Revelation has given rise to the saving 
that. whereas Orthodox Jews pray to 
Ribbono shel Olam and Reform Jews 
to the “ Master of the Universe,” the 
Reconstructionists pray “To whom it 
may concern,” 

In framing the prayer-book the 
Reconstructionists have acted in the 
logic of their view that such ideas 
the Divine choice of Israel or. the 
restoration of animal sacrifices cannot: 
be défended as rational. propositions, 
Nevertheless, they show a veneration 
for forms that are traditional to ‘the 
Jewish people. Old prayers have been 
modified or eliminated ; new prayers 
have been composed or taken over : 
but there is no suggestion of making 
Jewish worship approximate to. that 
of Protestant churches, as was done by 
the earlier Reformers. The acceptance 
of sex equality means that a woman 
can share the responsibility of Reading 
the Law, but it does not mean that 
the traditional cantillation of the Sidra 
has to be abolished.

Permeation among Intellectuals 


The Reconstructionist Synagogue is 
a solitarv institution and the Recon- 
structionist prayer-book has not been 
widely adopted. The influence of the 
movement has been its permeation of 
the intellectual forces of Jewish reli- 
gious life; its literature shows a con- 
stant attempt to lift the discussion of — 
events and ideas out of the rut of 
slogan and catchphrase : the 
demeanour of the worshippers at its 
services suggested a following that 
knew what the service was about. 

Growth is not easy to visualise ; but 
as demonstrating to American Jewry 
that it is possible to consider religion 
in intellectual terms and yet veneraic 
traditional forms, and in providing a 
catalyst for the examination of reli- 
gious ideas, Dr. Kaplan and his band 
of disciples have already exerted 
considerable influence.

Federal German Law 


Amendment 


FOR 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The Bill for the amendment of 
the German Federal Compensation 
Law, now submitted by the German 
Government to Parliament, is of parti- 
cular importance to refugees from 
expulsion areas. ; 


If the Bill becomes law, refugees from 
those parts of the expulsion areas, which 
belonged to Germany on December 31, 
1937, will be eligible for compensation 
under the general rules of the law, that 
is, that persecutees, who emigrated from 
Silesia, Breslau, Pomerania, West 
Prussia, or East Prussia, will now come 
into the full benefit of the law. On the 
other hand, refugees from other expul- 
sion areas, who emigrated before or 
during the war and belonged to the 
German-speaking population by language 
and schools, will receive compensation 
for professional loss in a lump sum of 
10,000 marks withou, regard to pre-war 
income or present-day position. Also 
young refugees.who completed their train- 
ing or schooling and were prevented 
from starting their career will now be 
eligible for compensation. There are 
quite a number of improvements in. the 
Bill, especially in regard to: inheritance 
rights, invalidity, etc., and the rules about 
the Hardship Fund are more flexible. 

It is, on the other hand, regrettable 
that the case of young refugees from 
expulsion areas outside Germany who 
came to this and other countries as chil- 


dren, has been neglected in the Bill. They . 


still cannot claim compensation for loss 
of education. 
parents were , killed) in. concentration 
camps, claim compensation for loss of 
maintenance or.the professional loss of 
their parents and very few will qualify 
for a child’s allowance. . 

The problems of, stateless and former 
stateless refugees have not been properly 
solved im the Bill, There are still-a num- 
ber of doubtful and discriminatory rules 
in the Bill. This-applies also to special 
Jewish levies.

THE CONGRESS ELECTIONS 


Stimulating Zionism 
To the Editor of THe JEwisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—-I was greatly interested by the 
recent letter of Cllr. Hamburger 
on the subject of elections to Con- 
gress, but am deeply concerned that 
he did not think a little longer and 
more deeply. Had he done so I 
believe that so experienced and sincere 
a Zionist. as | know him to be, would 
have reached a very different conclu- 
sion. 1 fear that by his failure to do 
so he may be doing a disservice to the 
Zionist Movement and cause. 

His arguments are cogent and have 
much to recommend them at first sight. 
None will dispuie that the State of Israel 
faces maximum danger and that unity of 
purpose is both essential and natural in 
face of the present threat to its existence; 
most Zionists will agree with him that 
we have a task of momentous import in 
trying to influence Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment towards a policy calculated to bring 
peace to the Middle East. It 1s just 
because of these facts that I] take issue 
with him. 

Political Zionism has been. strong in 
this country. when it. has been com- 
pounded of, and. informed by, vigorous 
party life and faith. Though I admit

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“NO FUTURE” FOR YIDDISH 


Not Spoken by the Young 
To the Editor of THe Jewish Curonicce 


Sirn.—May I, as a daughter of 
Yiddish-speaking parents, and one to 
whom Yiddish is dear, contribute my 
small say to the discussion of Yiddish 


and its future ? . 

| am afraid my friend, Mr. Leftwich, 
misses the point. Yiddish today is spoken 
in the main by middle-aged and elderly 
people; and not by the younger genera- 
tion. Whatever was said in western 
countries about its decay fifty years ago, 
was merely academic and bore no relation 
to the fact that it was then the tongue of 
some millions of Jews. Obviously, it had 
no future where the spoken language of 
the children of Yiddish-speaking immi- 
grants was English—or any other lan- 
guage—and education was compulsory in 
the lands of immigration. Alas, Hitler 
and the Nazis did their work all too 
effectively in eliminating in one feil swoop 
millions of speakers of Yiddish. 

Unsupported, Yiddish does not flourish 
today, as witness the cited “* Goldene 
Keit,”’ published in Israe! by-the Hisia- 
drut. ‘Sholem Asch’s fame rests more 
securely on his translations than on his 
Yiddish originals. As for Itzik Manger’s 
poems—surely these were translated into 
English before Arthur Waley could pass 
judgment on them. Even the Yivo's 
official publication is published in part in 
English. And is not English to be heard 
equally together with Yiddish among 
Yiddishists themselves? This was. cer- 
tainly my experience in Johannesburg, 
one of the strongholds of Yiddishists. 

. -Jtis the same sad query: How, without 
our Yiddish-speaking masses can Yiddish 
survive in lands where it has no back- 
ground, no tradition, and where its press 
has to be subsidised?

Sir,—Although I am not one of the 


booksellers whom Mr. Witriol con- 


sulted regarding the sale of Yiddish 
books, I would like to state that my 
long experience in that field of activity 
fully bears out Mr. Witriol’s statement. 


Within a period of 
recollect having sold more than three or 
four Yiddish books. In one case it was 
a gentleman who asked me to sell him

Zeit, used to remark’ that each time he 
gol an advertisement announcing the 
demise of a Jew, he felt that he lost a 
reader, 

Regarding the “‘ great. success of the 
Y:ddish press” in Israel, which Mr. Left- 
wich so gleefully mentions, it is quite 
likely that 35,000 copies are. sold. with 
a readership of 100,000. But what. ‘Mr. 
Leftwich omits to state is that this press 
is published and fully subsidised by the 
various (mainly Left-wing) political par- 
ties in Israel propaganda purposes. 
Without this backing the Yiddish press in 
Israel could not: exist for one day. The 
readers of Yiddish in Israel are elderly 
Jews from East European countries. and 
it would be difficult to find a hundred 
Israeli-born sabras buying and reading a 
Yiddish paper in Israel. kt is: true that 
Mea-Shearim prefers Yiddish to Hebrew, 
but they definitely do not read the Yid- 
dish papers, and decidedly not the works 
of Sholem Asch, of “the greatest 
poets of today.” Theirs is a -quaint 
Yiddish, as out of date as is the Yiddish 
of my grandmother's Teitsh-chumesh. 
And even in Mea-Shearim, Hebrew has 


had its swav. and the notices which cover 


the wall of that “ citadel”’ are written in 
a- Hebrew as unrecognisable as is the 
Yiddish published in Mascow.

1956 Cruises 
By “GREEN FLAG” 


The cruising arrangements for 1956 of 
three leading British shipping companies, 
the Oriem Line, P. & O., and the Royal 
Mail Lines, were announced. yesterday 
(Thursday). Despite my appeal to them 
Haifa is not included in any of the 
itineraries, This is due, I am told, to 
the possibility that Israel might not be 
a place for cruise enthusiasts if the 
present Middle East crisis develops. Most 
of the Mediterranean  trouble-spots, 
including Casablanca and Algiers, have 
been omitted this year, 

The Onent Line will not be supplying 
any kosher food next year, but there will 
be limited supplies of kosher meat on the 
vessels of the other two companies. There 
is no question of kosher kitchens or any 
form of Orthodox supervision. 

Qur main hopes for a cruise to Israel 


must now remain with the Zim Line. 
Their third transatlantic liner, the 
Theodor Herzl, is scheduled for her 


maiden. voyage in the summer; it might 
well be devoted to a round-voyage from 
Southampton to. Haifa, calling at Gib- 
raltar on the outward run and at Malta 
on the return trip. : 

All the available berths on every cruise 
have already been over-applied for. One's 
only chance of passage now is through 
the allotments of an authorised agent.

The Rotterdam will 
carry first and tourist-class passengers 
only, the total capacity being arranged 
for about 1,300 voyagers.

HOULD you walk one morn- 
ing down Avenue Road—the 
Millionaire's Row of St. John’s 

Wood—you may see a little old car, 
full of groceries, draw into the curv- 
ing, steep drive of a square, white- 
fronted house with a flagpole over 
the front door. In it will be 
Mine Zahava Elath, returning from 
her morning’s shopping. 

In most people’s imagination the 
wife of an Ambassador to the Court 
of St. James’s is an aloof, faintly 
superior being, a privileged mortal 
who is spared the chores of house and 
home, a woman who spends her time 
opening bazaars and reading speeches 
written for her by someone else. Not 
so Mme Elath, diplomat’s wife. house- 
keeper, artist, sculptor, secretary - to 
herself—and one of. the most efficient 
bazaar-openers in the business. 


Comfort and Simplicity 


The Elaths’ home; in a 
inhabited by wealthy families 
diplomatic representatives, reflects 
_their own simplicity. The exterior, 
with its shuttered windows and heavy 
front door, gives no clue to the com- 
fortable, uncluttered rooms within, the 
essentially “homey” atmosphere so 
unexpected in a diplomatic residence. 
Here are stiff, uncomfortable 
chairs, meant only to be admired but 
“never used, no starchy old paintings 
by long-forgotten artists, no priceless 
knick-knacks that make the. visitor 
feel like a bull in a china shop.

WINTER BULBS 


If you have not yet planted your 
winter bulbs, now is the time to do it 
for a little colour around the house 
early in 1956, | 


The really nice thing about indoor 
bulb planting is that anyone can do it 
successfully and rear good blooms. No 
special green-finger knowledge is 
neede? and no  out-of-the-ordina 
planting instructions have to be follow 

There are just three golden rules to 
keep in mind. They are: choose good- 
quality bulbs (if in doubt consult your 
secdsman); plant in the best-quality bulb 
fibre; and keep your bulbs in a shady, 
cool place until the flower bud begins to 
peep from the neck of the bulb 

A good tip for the first rule is to see 
that the bulbs are not soggy to the touch 
ang are unblemished. The second is 
important. because the qualhty of vour 
blooms depend on the fibre. There are a 
number of bulb fibres on the market. but 
for the best results you should get one 
combining highest-quality peat, charcoal, 
and oyster shell 


After Planting 


When you have planted the bulbs, see 
that they are kept in a cool cupboard for 
at least stx weeks. During this time they 
will need reguiar watering, because the 
fibre must never be allowed to dry out. 
When there is an inch of green shoot 
showing, then move them to a shady 
corner. . Do not place them out on the 
window ledge until you can see the flower 
bud. A lot of fine potential flowers are 
ruined by too quick a change from dark 
to light. 


A final word on planting with fibre. 


Before placing your bulbs in the bowl, 
fill with fibre to a depth of one to three 
inches. Put the bulbs on the fibre an 
Or so apart, and then fill up to 
within half an inch of the top. The fibre 
should be packed firmly but not too 
tightly. | 

The best bulbs to choose are hyacinth, 
tulip, crocus, muscari (gr.* hyacinth), 
iris, narcissus, and, of course, the golden 
daffodil.

Hollywood's latest bad-man, Jack 
Palance,. puts on his most repellent aspect 
in I Died A Thousand Times, in coloured 
CinemaScope. at the Warner Theatre, 
,Leicester Square. This is a_ highly 
dramatic story of a hold-up at a smart 
American country hotel. Warner Bros. 
try to deceive us imto believing that. Mr. 
Palance is a good chap at heart, with 
solicitude for a crippled girl (Lor 
Nelson), compassion for  night-club 
hostess (Shelley Winters), and tenderness 
for a mongrel dog. The ending shows 
us the horrible truth. 

Very robust performances are given 
by. Jane Russell, Clark Gable, . and 
Robert Ryan in The Tall Men, a Western 
in coloured CinemaScope at the Carlton, 
Haymarket. On a bigger scale than 
usual are the familiar ingredients: husky 
men. fighting without scruple, very bad 
wintry weather, a terrific cattle stampede, 
and a set of marauding Red Indians.

RECITAL FOR LP.O. 


There was a large audience at the 
Dorchester Hotel on Monday evening 
when, in the presence of H.E, the Israeli 
Ambassador and Madame Elath, Rosalyn 
Tureck and Vivian Joseph gave a recital 
in aid of the. Israel Philharmonic 
Orchestra. Miss Tureck’s playing of 
Bach's piano music has been widely.

RESPONSE TO NEW ISSUES 


Stock market business has dwindled to 
very small proportions in recent weeks. 
The main trouble seems,to be lack of 
investment funds. There is a certain 
volume of money on the look out for 
quick profits it is true. That ts clear 
from the response to the recent Hall 
Engineering issuc, where an offer of 
1,400,000 Ss. ordinary brought applica- 
tions for nearly 32,000,000 shares.

One reason for the shortage of funds 
is the credit squeeze, which, by curtailing 
borrowing facilities, prevents. institutions 
and companies from entering the invest- 
ment markets. 

Considerably higher profits were earned 
by Barclays Bank (D.C.Q.) in the year to 
September 30 last. The net figure of 
£1,152,101 compares with £939,953 a year 
ago. Dividend is held at the previous 
rate of 8 per cent. Shares issued under 
the 20 per cent scrip bonus earlier in 
the year do not rank for this payment.

The accounts for the year to June 30, 1955, 
disclose a net profit before taxation of £833,578.

The better standards of living for all, 
for which i is common ground that we are 
striving, Can basically only be achieved by more 
production in return for the higher wages now 
being enjoyed. kt appears to me that reasonabiec 
incentives are more likely to attain greater pro- 
ductivity than ever increasing restrictions.

I can safely claim that we serve a most useful 
purpose in the country’s ec my, particularly 
in that we are able directly and indirectly to

AGUDA’S TERMS FOR 
JOINING COALITION 


[COMMUNICATED] 


A detailed report on the negotia- 
tions between the leaders of Agudas 
Israel and Mr. Ben-Gurion, concern- 
ing the entry of the Aguda into the 
Coalition Government, was given at an 
executive meeting of the British Aguda 
on Sunday, under the chairmanship of 
‘Mr. C. Liff.. The report was given 
by Rabbi W. S. Jacobson, a member 
of the Agudist World Executive and 
veteran Aguda leader from Jerusalem, 
and Mr. A. Hirsch, General Secretary 
of the Agudist World Executive, who 
are on a short visit to London. 

_ Rabbi Jacobson stated that at a meet- 
ing of the Moetzet Gedolei Hatorah, held 


. Shorily after the Knesset elections, a 


twelve-point minimum programme was 
drawn up, under which the Aguda could 
participate in the Coalition. These 
included, among others, the abolition of 
the conscription of women for the Armed 
Forces, the abolition of national service 
for Women, the introduction of new 
Sabbath laws, the prohibition of the sale 
and breeding of pigs, laws against mis- 
sionary activities, increased subyention 
for the Chinuch Atzmai_ schools, and 
regulations concerning the integration: of 
religious North African immigrants, Mr. 
Ben-Gurion had rejected outright. these 
demands, agreeing only to increase the 
Government grant for Chinuch Atzmai. 

After hearing a report on the integra- 
tion of North African immigrants in 
Israel, the meeting decided to join other 
Aguda branches in Europe in a_fund- 
raising campaign which would enable the 
organisation in Israel to establish new 


_ religious settlements for North African 


immigrants.. It was stated that when the 
settlements are established, Young Aliyah 
will give financial support for their 
maintenance.

Teaching for Today (1) 


A growing development of particular 
importance to contemporary education ts 
the application of social psychology. io 
many aspects of school life. This tread, 
especially exemplified in the U.S.A., is 
to be observed in many areas including 
this country, where its impact is marked 
especially in. teacher-training. 

The English publishers of ‘‘ Teacher, 
Pupil and Task,’ edited by O. A. Ovser 
(Tavistock Publications; 18s.), have ren- 
dered a useful service by the production 
of this practical manual, which resultcd 
from an Australian course attended by 
250 teachers and conducted by practising 
teachers who are also trained psycholo- 
gists. 


The editor makes it clear that the 


course and this book are based on the . 


belief that education is at least as much 
concerned “ with laying the foundations 
for the development of society in the 
future as in the preservation of tradi- 
tional skills and . social structure ”’ 
and “‘ that a child must grow not only 
in knowledge and. skills but also in 
democratic techniques of companionable 
co-operation in complex tasks.” 

An important chapter discusses the 
human relationships of teacher and pupil 
in the classroom. The findings of social 
psychology, which relate to such obvious 
school problems as authority, of incen- 
tive to working and learning, and dis- 
cipline, are illustrated. 

Of particular interest are the studies of 
the teacher in the educational hierarchy, 
the social conditions of. successful learn- 
ing. A clear account is given of 
sociometry—the technique which enables 
the teacher to gain a realistic impression 
of pupil relationships in the classroom. 

Teachers and parents will find the chap- 
ter discussing the “ problem child ”’ very 
helpful; the teacher is able to make an 
important contribution in this difficult 


human situation.

Report to W.H.O. 


The Salk poliomyelitis vaccine has 
been clearly vindicated in a report 
drawn up for the World Health 
Organisation by medical scientists 
from nine countries either practising 
vaccination against polio or preparing 
to take this step, it is stated by the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN. 

Generally speaking, the paper reports, 
the doctors felt that, when properly manu- 
factured and tested for safety, this type 
of vaccine is as Safe as any 6 
the vaccines being used against other 
forms of disease. Of the 10,000,000 
children inoculated so far, ill effects from 
the vaccine were met only in America, 
and the batches that caused them were 
traced to defects in manufacture in two 
of the firms, involved.

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CLAUBERG TO REMAIN IN CUSTODY 


Plea for Release Rejected

The local District court has rejected 
a formal complaint by Professor 
Karl Clauberg against his arrest and 
has affirmed that proceedings against 
him will take their normal course. 


The State Attorney here also repeated 
that investigations against Clauberg will 
in no way be influenced by his arrest 
and transfer to an_ institute for the 
mentally insane. He disclosed that 
Clauberg's sudden transfer to a special 
_ institute had been partly the result of 
“urgent requests’ by “ persons near to 
him ” who felt themselves bodily men- 
aced by the former S.S. doctor and in 
constant danger as long as he was free. 
Meanwhile, a formal complaint against 
Clauberg has been filed with the local 
State Attorney by the office of the 
Secretary-General of the International 
Auschwitz Committee in Vienna, 
Committee has appealed to all former 
inmates of the Auschwitz camp to 
submit evidence relating to Clauberg’s 
activities.

rison by the Russians, is accused of 

ving conducted sterilisation experiments 
on women prisoners at Auschwitz. 

Immediately after his arrival in the 
Federal Republic he gave a series of 
interviews, in the course of which he 
described his method of sterilisation as 
“ singular,” and said that he was con- 
vinced that many people would certainly 
welcome this method and want to apply 
it as a means to solve many difficult 
population problems.

President Eisenhower, has discussed 
the question of selling American arms 
to Israel. 

It is reported that the Secretary of 
State, Mr. Dulles, supported Istael’s plea 
for arms, but that the Secretary of 
Defence, Mr. Charles Wilson, voiced 
strong opposition to the suggestion, Mr. 
Wilson urged that the United Nations be 
asked to declare an embargo on arms 
shipments to the Middle East. 

Mr. Dulles is reported to have said that 
if the United States did not provide arms 
to Israel the latter would turn to Russia. 

President Eisenhower did not partici- 
pate in the discussion, but finally 
instructed Mr. Dulles and Mr. Wilson to 
discuss the matter and submit a report 
to him.

Without naming the Arab States, the 
resolution requests them to co-operate in 
land development plans in order to 
clear the. camps and resettle their 
inmates.
